Put Off On 

School Board Asks 
For Council Views

“Before we make a move, let’s hear from the city of Greenbelt 
and its citizens.” 

With these dramatic words last Thursday, Mrs. Sue Mills moved 
that the P. G. Co. Board of Education table a request from 
Greenbriar Associates (Alan I. t Jerome D.. and Stanley G. Kay) 
for relocation of the elementary school site. Greenbriar Associates 
had asked that the present 10-acre school site separating the 
northern and southern sections of the Greenbriar project immed¬ 
iately adjacent to the NASA boundary line be exchanged for the 
portion of the Greenbriar tract immediately to the south, fronting 
on Greenbelt Road. (See accompanying map). __

This exchange would permit the 
development of the 1193-unit lux¬ 
ury-type Greenbriar apartment 
complex as a contiguous and un¬ 
broken project. In the words of 
George A. Brugger, representing 
Greenbriar, "the location of the ori¬ 
ginal school site constitutes a high¬ 
ly disruptive element in the anoto- 
my of the Greenbriar project, since 
the site isolates a large area of 
the development from the main 
area of construction, circulation 
and recreational activity.” 

But school board member Mills 
had other things on her mind. "Re 
member the turmoil that swirled 
around the location of the Franklin 
D. R,oosevelt Senior High School. 
I would like to get Greenbelt in¬ 
volved now, not later.” To which 
school board member Ruth Wolf 
added "Amen.” 

The board then unanimously 
moved to table the request until 
it received an official position from 
the city council of Greenbelt. It 
also asked for the views of the 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission. 

Objections to Exchange 

Earlier, school board staff mem¬ 
bers Roy Parker and Elliot Ro¬ 
bertson expressed the staffs ob¬ 
jections to the land exchange on 
the general grounds that it opposed 
location of elementary schools on 
busy thoroughfares. However, they 
admitted they were receptive to 
the exchange, as outlined originally 
by Greenbriar Associates, because 
it involved receiving 12 acres for 
the original 10-acre site so as to 
permit a buffer strip along Green¬ 
belt Road. Eater, Greenbriar sub¬ 
mitted proposals for the trade 
which did not include the offer of 
12 acres. 

‘It was like a guy buying a used 
car,” Robertson said, "While he's 
inside signing the papers, the bump¬ 
ers are being taken off the car. Of 
course you need the bumpers. 
.Without the buffer the school 
grounds would extend to the corner 
and expose the kids to the road.” 

Robertsons’ statement followed a 
complaint by Brugger that when 
he band-delivered Qreenbriar’s pro¬ 
posals to the staff, ‘‘they virtually 
threw them in my face because 
-they thought they would be getting 
12 acres.” Brugger explained that 
upon reexamination they found that 
there was no feasible way to pro¬ 
vide 12 acres without destroying 
the Greenbriar project. 

Advantages of Exchange 

Brugger explained that the alter¬ 
nate site would actually have 10.5423 
acres and because of the waiver by- 
NASA of the restriction which 
would have precluded any construc¬ 
tion on the tract within 250 feet 
of the NASA boundary, the new 
site would contain a buildable area 
of 8.4611 acres compared with 8.2743 
on the original site. He said that 
any or all costs of the exchange 
would be borne by the developers. 

Brugger also cited what he 
thought were superior features of 
the now site, such as better tree 
screening from NASA with its po¬ 


tential electrical interference. He 
particularly stressed that the topo¬ 
graphy of the alternate site would 
be far superior for school purposes, 
being gradually sloping. The ori¬ 
ginal school site, he said, is bisected 
by a ravine some 70 feet deep. 
Board member Chester Whiting 
agreed with Brugger as to the topo¬ 
graphical advantages of the alter¬ 
nate site. 

Brugger said that when the school 
board staff pointed out that the 
alternate site was narrower than 
the original site, Greenbriar engin¬ 
eers worked out a plan for relocat¬ 
ing Mandan Road so as to widen 
the tract. Mrs. Wolf brought out, 
however, that the State Roads Com¬ 
mission and MNCPPC have not yet 
approved this change. 

Mrs. Wolf and Mrs. Mills could¬ 
n’t see what advantages would ac¬ 
crue to the public if the site were 
moved. ‘Basically, we were happy 
with the site we had,” is the way 
Mrs. Mills summed up the situation. 

Mrs. Wolf also appeared annoyed 
because Alan Kay had intimated to 
her that there were four votes on 
the school board in favor of the ex¬ 
change. She also expressed puzzle¬ 
ment over a statement that ap¬ 
peared in the Greenbriar brochure 
which said that " a 10 acre school 
site .... will also be dedicated to 
public use.” The school board had 
paid Smith-Ewing about $10,500 an 
acre for the school land bought in 
the Smith-Ewing' < North and 
South) tract. 

Other Positions 

In addition to the opposition ex¬ 
pressed by Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
and Save Our Community Commit¬ 
tee <to the location of a school on 
property bordering a very heavily 
used arterial highway, SOCC saw 
the alternate site as causing great 
inconvenience to the majority of 
neighborhod pupils because it was 
too far from the population center 
of the Greenbriar subdivision. GHI 
stated, however, that it would 
be agreeable to the land swap if 
the alternate site contained 12 acres 
in order to provide a 2-acre buffer 
strip.

Council Meets 
Next Monday

City council tried valiantly last 
Monday night to clear its docket 
for a summer respite but didn't 
quite make it. Staying in session 
until 1 a.m., the council wove its 
way through 29 agenda items but 
in the end had to schedule addi¬ 
tional meetings for August 9 and 
August 23. 

The major bit of unfinished bus¬ 
iness concerned the Greenbriar 
apartment project, to be located on 
82+ acres on the eastern and wes¬ 
tern ends of the Siiiith-Ewing tract 
east of the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway. 

The special council meeting next 
Monday, August 9 will deal with 
the special exception requests of 
the developers (Alan I.. Jerome D., 
and Stanley G. Kay) to build 2- and 
3-bedroom units in excess of the 
number permitted by the county 
zoning ordinance and for a park¬ 
ing waiver. In addition, the coun¬ 
cil will consider the developer’s re¬ 
quest of the Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Board of Education for a relo¬ 
cation of the elementary school site 
scheduled for the eastern end of 
the tract. 

The county council, sitting as the 
District Council, will consider the 
special exception and parking waiv¬ 
er requests, on Tuesday, August 10, 
at 10 a.m.. at Upper Marlboro. This 
will be a continuance of an earlier 
hearing held on July 14. 

At this coming Monday’s meet¬ 
ing of August 9, council will have 
before it a proposal of the develop¬ 
ers to donate five acres of land or 
its equivalent in money for open- 
space, provided the special excep¬ 
tion requests are approved. One 
of the city's major objections to the 
Greenbriar proposal had been the 
lack of sufficient open-space for fu¬ 
ture recreational needs such as 
baseball and football fields. 

Council has directed its city so¬ 
licitor, Emmett Nanna, to work out 
an agreement with the developers

Council Approves 
Sky-Diving Show 

The city council at its Monday, 
August 2 meeting, approved unan¬ 
imously the Labor Day Festival 
Committee request for a skydiving 
exhibition, but with certain condi¬ 
tions. The conditions were that 
there be no out-of-city pre-publici¬ 
ty and that the Festival Committee 
assume primary responsibility for 
policing of crowds. These condi¬ 
tions were motivated by a fear that 
the exhibition would attract an un¬ 
manageable crowd. 

Sam Kistler, a leading enthusiast 
of whs 4 : he called “sport parachut¬ 
ing”, who himself had over 1,000 
jumps, stated that previous esti¬ 
mates circulated of crowds of up 
to 30,000 were exaggerated. He said 
his experience would indicate that 
a crowd of 5,000 would be tops, 
especially if there is no advertising 
outside of Greenbelt. Police Chief 
William Lane said that a crowd of 
5000 would be manageable, but he 
would be concerned if the crowd 
was much larger than that. 

The Labor Day Festival has se¬ 
cured a Navy team known as the 
"Chuting Stars’ 'to provide the ex¬ 
hibition. Kistler said that this 
team is a highly professional group, 
one of the top teams in the coun¬ 
try, and there would be no problem 
in their jumping in a confined area 
such as Braden Field. However, he 
admitted that the team has not 
personally inspected the area yet, 
but will make a safety check prior 
to the jump. 

With respect to crowd control, 
the Festival Committee will con¬ 
struct snow fences to confine the 
crowds. With vounteer help, the 
services of three or four policemen, 
and a good public address system, 
the Committee foresaw no prob¬ 
lems. 

One member of the audience ask¬ 
ed the purpose of the exhibition, as 
he thought it was rather unrelated 
to the concepts governing the La¬ 
bor Day Festivals in the past — 
one of which was to encourage 
self-participating local events. Ho¬ 
ward Savage, who represented the 
Labor Day Festival, said that the 
exhibition would be like many oth¬ 
er events that are included in the 
Festival. "It will entertain the 
people of Greenbelt.” 

The skydiving event is scheduled 
for Saturday afternoon September 
4.

Referendum on Indoor 
Swim Poo! Postponed 

The city council at its August 
2 meeting accepted the advice of its 
Indoor Swimming Pool Committee 
to refrain from including on the 
September ballot a referendum 
question on city construction of an 
indoor swimming pool. 

Charles Schwan, chairman of the 
Committee, explained that the Com¬ 
mittee has not yet amassed enough 
facts to base a decision on whether 
an indoor swimming pool refern- 
dum is feasible. He asked for con¬ 
tinuance of the committee so that 
it could secure the data needed to 
present the issues fully to the coun¬ 
cil and the people. 

Council passed a motion to de¬ 
lay action until the Committee 
makes its recommendations. It fur¬ 
ther gave the committee authority 
to move ahead to complete their 
studies, providing the necessary re¬ 
sources. 

In other election matters, the 
council extended the voting hours 
on September 21 (and on the run¬ 
off election dav the following week 
if needed) to 9 p.m. This extension 
was voted because the daylight 
hours of these days are Jewish 
High Holy Days. 

The council authorized the pay¬ 
ment of $50 to each judge and $35 
to each worker. In addition, the 
city will furnish lunch and dinner 
to the workers. The Mayor ap¬ 
points the three judges and each 
member of council appoints one 
-worker for each precinct. 

A special registration day was 
set for Wednesday, August 11 (from 
5 to 9 p.m.) at all three polling 
places — Municipal Building the 
North End School, and the Spring-' 
hill Lake Community Center. In 
addition, there will be a special 
registration at the city clerk's of¬ 
fice on Saturday. August 21, from 
10 a.m. to 4 p.m.

As Chairman of the Annual 
Queen Pageant for the Greenbelt 
Labor Day Festival, which is now 
in its 17th year, I am at a loss to 
know what has happened to cause 
the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. to vote 
to recommend that the Festival 
Committee discontinue this pa¬ 
geant. This is not a beauty con¬ 
test, but a Queen Pageant, for a 
panel of five judges to select an 
outstanding young girl of our com¬ 
munity who meets the require¬ 
ments and qualifications as set 
forth by the committee and Chair¬ 
man of the Pageant. The pageant 
has grown to become the big at¬ 
traction of the festival. 

In a letter to the editor, recently 
published, it seems that one indi¬ 
vidual has the wrong impression 
and interpretation of the pageant 
and has emphasized SEX as the 
only qualification required for a 
girl to become a participant. In 
my articles in the newspapers, my 
interview on television, and as Mis¬ 
tress of Ceremonies in the intro¬ 
duction of the contestants each 
year SEX was never mentioned 
as one of the traits that the judges 
were to consider in making their 
decision . . . The only qualifications 
listed for the judges to consider 
are poise, beauty, personality, charm 
and appearance. 

Since the article appeared in the 
newspaper, I have received many 
calls, all in favor of the pageant, 
and many people have given their 
full support and cooperation in con¬ 
tinuing this main attraction. Has 
the G.H.I. Board considered the 
girls, who have been treated hon¬ 
orably? There has never been any 
indecent, immoral or obscene attri¬ 
butes connected with the pageant. 
The contestants have all been truly 
wholesome, typical American young 
girls, any one of whom I would he 
proud to call “my daughter” just 
as their parents do. 

Last year, each participant was 
a guest at a luncheon, appeared on 
stage for two evenings wearing at¬ 
tractive clothes furnished by Ina 
Marie’s Dress Shop to serve as mod¬ 
els in a fashion show, received flow¬ 
ers, a trophy, charm bracelet, was 
a guest in rhy home for a “thank 
you” p&rly and had the self-satis- 
factihn of competing' for the title 
of Miss Greenbelt. The three top 
finalists, the queen and first and 
second runners-up al3o received 1 
scholarships* for a modeling course. 

I am presently formulating this 
year’s pageant, arid there ure so J 
many girls? deserving t6 compete 1 
that an initial screening' will be 
made, with approximately fifteen 
girls to be chosen. 

I feel it is a shame and a dis* 
grace to our community that an 
organization which is a member of 
the festival committee would make 
an appeasement to satisfy one in¬ 
dividual. Also why should the 

thoughts be implanted into these 

young girls’ minds that the annu¬ 
al affair is something else from 

what it truly and officially is?

Open Letter to Citizens 

To the Editor: 

There has been much publicity 
recently, as I am sure you are well 
aware, about the Greenbriar Pro¬ 
ject. The developer is asking for 
certain zoning exceptions in order 
to develop the section of Greenbelt 
east of the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway as a luxury apartment 
complex. As desirable a communi¬ 
ty as this may be, matters relating 
to zoning exceptions can have a 
significant impact on the City of 
Greenbelt and its outstanding 
unique planning history which has 
w'on it wide recognition and ac¬ 
claim. 

Since the City has a %'eto power 
as a municipality on granting spe¬ 
cial exceptions, it is in somewhat 
of a bargaining position. On the 
other hand, eight of the eleven Dis¬ 
trict Council Members (Prince 
Georges County Council) can over¬ 
ride the City’s veto. Consequently, 
the issue with which we are faced 
as citizens of Greenbelt is to sup¬ 
port the City’s recommendations by 
calling or writing to our Prince 
Georges County Councilmen and 
appealing to them to either respect 
Greenbelt’s veto or to support the 
conditions which the City is willing 
to settle for in return for waiving 
their veto power. 

Of course, the best way of dem¬ 
onstrating our interest would be to 
attend the meeting of the District 
Council on August 10 and voice our 
views. I hope this will serve as 
encouragement to do so.

that would provide the maximum 
guarantees that the city would ac¬ 
quire the land as promised by the 
developers 

Narnia Advises Council 

Nanna told council at its August 
2 meeting that he was shooting 
for a cash transaction under which 
the money would be placed in es¬ 
crow as a guarantee that the de¬ 
veloper would produce the five ac¬ 
res. The complicating factor is that 
the five acres Kay had in mind is 
in the tract adjacent to Greenbriar 
(which will house the Franklin D. 
Roosevelt Senior High School) and 
is owned by Alfred Smith and 
Frank Ewing. 

Nanna was opposed to the city’s 
using its condemnation powers to 
acquire the land because of the 
third party involvement. He fur¬ 
ther felt that the agreement should 
not call for the donation of a spec¬ 
ific site but should leave it to the 
developers to acquire the land they 
wish to donate. Smith-Ewing has 
indicated a willingness to sell the 
land National Capital Park and 
Brugger, attorney representing 
Greenbriar, indicated eagerness to 
meet with Nanna this week to iron 
out the details. 

Nanna was also asked whether 
the conditions attached to the spe¬ 
cial exceptions by the Prince Geor¬ 
ges County Planning Board would 
run with the land. Nanna said 
these conditions would be a matter 
for the county attorney to enforce, 
that they were general in nature, 
and that he did not think they 
would bind the owners in perpetu¬ 
ity. Nanna also felt that the Mary¬ 
land National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission action in al¬ 
lowing the developer to give a cash 
payment in lieu of mandatory dedi¬ 
cation of open space land could 
not be successfully challenged in 
court. 

Elementary School Site 

On the relocation of the elemen¬ 
tary school site, council decided 
to postpone action until it received 
a formal request from the school 
board for its views. It especially 
wanted to have a copy of the school 
board staff’s report, which was op¬ 
posed to the land exchange. 

Brugger, in summarizing the de¬ 
veloper’s case for the land swap, 
brought out the latest thinking of 
the developer that possibly another 
U acre could be squeezed out by 
a further straightening of Mandan 
Road, so that the land offered in 
exchange for the 10-acre elementary 
school site would consist of 11 acres. 
Some council members, as well as 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. had urged 
that any land exchange should al¬ 
low sufficient additional acreage for 
a buffer zone along Greenbelt Road. 
City manager James Giese expres¬ 
sed the view that with the straight¬ 
ening of Mandan Road, the land 
exchange would not cause any diffi¬ 
culties from the standpoint of city 
traffic. 

Water Pollution Ordinance 

Another item on which action was 
postpone*! -concerned tfie| proposed 
ordinance 1 prohibiting the disposal 
of watef pollutants into the city's 
jstorm drainage system. Thi$ mea¬ 
sure got involved in parliamentary 
red-tape and could only be intro¬ 
duced for first reading at the Au¬ 
gust 2 meeting since the rules were 
not suspended. Mayor Dick Pilski 
opposed the suspension* on the 
grounds that council did not have 
the whole record before it. Council 
indicated that it was prepared to 
adopt the measure at the next meet¬ 
ing.

Debate Resumes on Site Flans 
For SHL Recreation Building 

After lying dormant for several months, the issue of where 
to locate the Springhill Lake recreation center came to the fore 
at last Monday’s council meeting. Although it was not directly 
related to the discussion at hand, which concerned the fee requested 
by the architect, it became obvious that the two could not be 
separated for long. 


The council had before it prelim¬ 
inary plans from the architect. 
Cohen, Haft and Associates, for a 
recreation building that would tee 
built all at one time for an estima¬ 
ted building cost of $170,000. The 
plans received by the city 10 months 
ago had called for a center that 
would be built in two phases, but 
this was deemed unsatisfactory. 
The council now felt that the pre¬ 
liminary plan submitted could also 
use revisions, such as a larger gym¬ 
nasium, but expressed satisfaction 
with the architect and approved the 
city’s contracting with the archi¬ 
tect for the final plans at a flat fee 
of $13,600. 

What touched off the discussion 
on sites was Rhea Cohen’s question 
whether the architect's plans were 
adaptable to the various sites. City 
Manager James Giese said yes. The 
city is proposing that the building 
be placed at the corner of Spring- 
hill Lane and Cherry wood Lane, 
where the golf course club house 
is now located. This land would be 
donated to the city by the Spring- 
hill Lake owners. The rest of the 
golf course would be sold to the 
city for use as recreation area. Most 
of this land is in the flood plain 
and the question that has arisen 
is whether the building could be 
safely and economically construc¬ 
ted on that site. 

Other Sites? 

Mrs. Cohen suggested that the 
tract between the SHL elementary 
school and Springhill Terrace be 
considered. This site, she said, was 
more centrally located and parking 
(the school and shopping center 
lots) was already available. The 
land where the building is now 
planned, she said, can better be 
used for a ballfield. 

Several members of the audience 
from Springhill Lake took strong 
exception to Mrs. Cohen’s sugges¬ 
tion. Isadore Pelton and Fred 
Isaacs stated that the Springhill 
Lake Civic Association had a meet¬ 
ing a few weeks ago at which the 
overwhelming sentiment was in fa¬ 
vor of the golf course site because 
it would provide a complete recrea¬ 
tional complex with ball fields ad¬ 
jacent to community building facili¬ 
ties, as is the situation with respect 
to Braden Field. This would also 
assure better supervision. 

The SHL Association also recom¬ 
mended that if approval of the var¬ 


ious public bodies for the golf 
course site was not forthcoming 
within a three month period, it 
would look into alternate sites. 

Giese told the News Review that 
if the golf course site is not feasi¬ 
ble, other sites to be considered are 
the tract adjacent to the present 
community building, the 2-acre 
commercially-zoned site adjacent 
to the Beltway, and land adjacent 
to the Greenbelt Junior High 
School. 

Although the bond referendum of 
November 1968 had allocated $60,000 
for the SHL recreation center, 
Giese said that there would be suf¬ 
ficient funds in the capital improve¬ 
ments fund to meet the total cost 
of the SHL recreation center (esti¬ 
mated at $200,000). This was made 
possible by the fact that the funds 
in this account for land acquisition 
were supplemented by Federal and 
State aid and the fact that certain 
projects were not carried out (pur¬ 
chase of Furey property) or have 
been delayed. 

Other Matters 

Council appointed Gerald Russ, 
9121 Springhil Lane, and Joseph 
Wilkinson, 118 Northway, to the 
Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board and Joseph Mulvihill, 9224 
Edmonston Road, to the Advisory 
Planning Board. 

It referred to the Recreation Di¬ 
rector for comments, letters from 
Wilkinson and Robert Burton of 
the Boys & Girls Club noting the 
shortage of ball field facilities and 
urging the construction of more 
fields. 

It approved a request from the 
city of Bowie to use Greenbelt’s 
unused allocation of Federal funds 
for the acquisition and develop¬ 
ment of recreation areas for this 
year, in exchange for which Bowie 
would make available to Green- 
belt an equal amount of a future 
year’s allocation. Giese said that 
Greenbelt is unable to use the al¬ 
location this year, primarily be¬ 
cause it has been able to obtain 
open space funds from the Federal 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. 

It tabled a request for ratifying 
a so-called Peoples Peace Treaty 
on Viet Nam, after councilman 
Robert McGee expressed the view 
that its timing was not appropriate.

Ordinance Powers Sought 

To Assure Rights-of-Way 

The city's Advisory Planning 
Board last week in report #107 
recommended that the city use its 
ordinance powers to assure that 
rights-of-way along Lakeside Drive, 
Woodland Way, and North way be 
cleared along both sides of the 
street. 

Public rights-of-way along these 
streets have frequently been heav¬ 
ily planted by residents, the APB 
found, thus farcing pedestrians to 
use the streets instead of the gras¬ 
sy parkway areas. The APB rec¬ 
ommended that residents be noti¬ 
fied that they are to clear a right- 
of-way and that they cannot re¬ 
strict walking along these public 
rights-of-way. 

The APB said that these streets 
are heavily used by school children 
and the city should post speed lim¬ 
it and school hour signs along all 
non-sidewalked streets. These 
streets are all narrow by present 
day city standards and on-street 
parking has compounded pedestri¬ 
an safety hazards, according to the 
APB. It suggested that if legally 
feasible, all designated crosswalks 
be designated as pedestrian rights- 
of-way thus requiring vehicles to 
yield to pedestrians. 

The APB also suggested that the 
interior walkway system be com¬ 
pleted in Lakeside and Woodland 
Hills and that it be well-construc¬ 
ted and well-lighted. In some plac¬ 
es, it noted, the interior walkway 
system is cleared and paved; in 
others the paths are gravel and in 
some places rights-of-way have 
not been cleared. 

At its August 2 meeting, council 
directed the city manager to re¬ 
port back with a plan carrying out 
and implementing the APB’s re¬ 
port. It stressed as the first prior¬ 
ity a program of having the rights- 
of-way along Lakeside Drive and 
Northway cleared for pedestrian 
passageway, either through volun¬ 
tary action by the homeowners or 
through city action.
